dimethylhydantoin, which process comprises concurrently, or substantially

concurrently, feeding into a reaction zone: 

A) separate feeds of (i) an aqueous solution or slurry formed from an inorganic 
base and 5,5-dimethylhydantoin, and (ii) a brominating agent; or 

B) at least three separate feeds, one of which is a brominating agent, and at least 
two other feeds, at least one of which is selected from (a) and (b); and at 
least one of which is selected from (c) and (d), wherein 

(a) is an aqueous solution or slurry formed from an inorganic base, 

(b) is an aqueous solution or slurry formed from an inorganic base and 
5 , 5-dimethylhydantoin, 

(c) is 5,5-dimethylhydantoin, and 

(d) is an aqueous solution or slurry formed from 5,5-dimethylhydantoin;
